Tbe Lews of the Commodore. 


A passenger on tbo ill-fated steamer Commo- 


dore, whicb was wrecked ou her last toyage 
from New York to Stouingtou, gt\cs a thrilling 
acconnt of the circt.mwUi.cei. 


Beyond Mew Haven, tbe wlud began to blow 


lu a terrific manner, attacking tbo ship with tre- 
mendous tury, rendering her utterly unmauage> 
able 
In a few moments she refused to obey 


her iK'tiu, and could not by any meant be kept 
ou bcr course. She was completely at tbe mercy 
of the winds aud waves, which played with her 
for a short time as if she were but a leather on 
the surface 01 tbe water. 
Soou the trying mo- 


ment for all came, wfeen one breaker, more furi- 
ous thau all before, struck her with terrific vio- 
lence, "stove m" her bulwark., and washed tbe 
forward decks quite clean, ller smoke-stacks 
next went by the board, and the din aud confu- 
sion caused by this accident aud the uoise of the 
breaking of furniture, tbe crashing of lamps, 
tables and almost every movable article In tbe 
saloon ball, state-rooms and cabin, was only ex- 
celled when it was announced that tbe stoves 
were toppling over and that there was every 
danger of fire. 


Many wbo before remained comparatively cool 


and quiet now became intensely excited, and the 
thought that tbe most destructive of all the ele* 
ments had conspired to cause their total destruc- 
tion took from them most of tbe intrepidity 
which so distinguished their behavior before.— 
It was a tiylng moment, Indeed—tlie winds roar- 
ing with their utmost fury, tho snow falling in 
thick and dampening flakes, to be frozen imme- 
diately by tbe piercing wintry lro->t, which with 
all the attendant dangers was enough to chill aud 
freeze tbe highest and most courageous spirit, 
and to add to these fearful triiils came the cry of 
fire, and then the moment came which would 
shake tbe noblest and the strongest of all on 
board. Some portions of the ship did catch fire, 
and were only saved from this danger by tbe al- 
most superhuman exertions of tbe persons on 
board, who, after the greatest exertions, succeed- 
ed iu subduing the flames, which, with all the 
danger and terror they inspired, were almost 
preferable to the gloomy darkness which follow- 
ed. The stoves were upset, the fires put out, tbe 
lamps smashed aud the tights completely extin- 
guished, atid then in the darkncsb of a cold and 
snowy December night tbe Commodore was left 
to be placed with by a most fearful and merci- 
less gale, and iu this way did the unfortunate 
TCBsel coutlnue for two hours, until one o'clock 
iu the morning, during which peried abe was, as 
before stated, completely unmanageable, and all 
on hoard expecting her at each moment to go 
do nn 


The deck bands, whole duty it was, and for 
hiuh they were paid, to attend to the comfort 


and guard the safety of the passengers, were not 
only the inobt useless in the hour of need, but 
tbcir conduct added materially to tbe danger of 
the vessel and the terror ot those on hoard. Al- 
most from tbe first moment many of these men 
went to tbuir berths aud rolled themselves In 
their blankets, and left the vessel to bur ftite — 
When tbe punips hud to be worked and other 
courses taken for her safety they refused to work 
and only lent their help when puid by severs, of 
thu passengers. One gentleman gave bis last 
(120 to one fellow, aud nuotbcr refused 95 as he 
said u lucre was ti3 nee in working now." An- 
other party procurcd,in some portion of tho vessel 
A jug of whisky, brought It on deck, and had a 
noiey and uproarious emoueal; aud one of I hum 
became eo unmanageable that Lieut. Noyse, U. 
S. hN., had to tie him up to prevent his causing 
any further damage 
This, as may well he sup- 


loeed, had u moat dismal eflcrt upon tbe passen- 
gers, wbo, iu tlie hour of need, lost that support 
on which they counted, and which, except m the 
c-ftec of more tlian barharlane, they would have 
iccu sure to receive. Tbe work at the pumps 
and elsewhere throughout the ship was mainly 
tiflectoil by the paBsengura, many of the women 
nclndcd, who rendered services of no menu 
kind. 


For more than two weary hours, during which 


none but those who have gone through tbe or- 
deal can imagine tho feelings of the people on 
board, tbe vessel drifted at the mercy of the 
waves, tho captain nnd pilots being successful 
only iu keeping the ship headed nearly south, 
nnd us thu flood tide at this tlms was setting 
toward the Long Island shore—the wind still 
continuing In thu opposite direction—their cf- 
rorts were entirely directed to running tbe ship 
SBhoie on Long Itiliud, and about 2 o'clock p m 
were crowned with success by their striking on 
a sandbtr in the neighborhood of Ilortou Point, 
nnd very soon nfUrvuirds drilling Into tbe bay, 
about two hundred yards from the shore nnd 
about two miles west of the nor ton Polut Llght- 
iiouss. The anchors were then -dropped, and In 
this podtiou she continued till morning, leaking 
uouatuutly. In the meantime otic swung upon 
the beach, and her stern soon after bilged and 
sank, so that the how was drilled nearer to tbe 
beach than the stern, and then, In order to pre- 
vent further danger, it was decided to beach the 
vessel, which was done nucccsflfnlly. 


About four o'clock in the morning the gale be- 


came still more furious, and every effort was 
made to launch the lifeboats, at which the passeu* 
Kera.almoat unassisted by tbe deck hands, worked 
with all their might. Several attempts proved 
unsuccessful, but nt lust they succeeded In get 
ting out one of them into the breakers with 
wenty or tbiily passengers In it, and bearing a 
lawecr ashore which bcliiff nttachfd nt the other 
end lo the Commodore, aud tlie other bouts hc- 
inif properly manned, thu piKsenfers were all 
landed salcly, though In a wretched condition.. 
Many of tlimn In their excitement to enter tbe 
loats jumped into the sea, but were immediately 
rescued with the exception of one man who is 
missing. 


The passengers, though safe from tlic * r^t-, 


were ninny of them benumbed and almost par- 
alyzed from the cold nnd wet. Not one person 
saved bis bngffngo or a change of clothes, and the 
ftdics suffered suvcruly from their wet garments, 
underclothing and all being completely soaked, 
and turning Into iee from the keen frost which 
prevailed nt the time. One of them landed with 
lOttiii.K on stive a blanket, with which she pro- 
.Idud hifrsclf from tbe wrecked vessel, as did 
otliern, but. these blankets were afterwards taken 
'toiii them when on board tbe cars, by direction 
)f au official of tbe company. Another woman 
die located her leg while getting from tho stc.mcr 
nto the boat. All were wretched in the extreme
